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Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Services  for  the  Boreugh  of  Falmouth  for  the  year  1966. 

Generally  speaking,  the  year  was  a healthy  one  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  incidence  of  gastro-intestinal  infections,  as  the 
notifications  of  gastro-intestinal  disorders  show.  It  must  be  pointed 
out  that  out  of  104  persons  who  were  reported  by  the  Family  Doctors  to 
be  suffering  from  notifiable  gastro-intestinal  disorders  and  from  whom 
it  was  possible  to  obtain  and  submit  specimens  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  in  only  4 persons  was  a recognised  pathogenic  organism  found. 
There  was  certainly  no  delay  in  collecting  samples,  and  Health  Visitors 
and  Sanitary  Staff  carried  out  the  work  of  specimen  collecting,  •ontaot 
tracing,  etc.  in  all  cases  reported  by  the  Family  Doctor  and  this  work 
can  involve  a considerable  proportion  of  working  time  of  the  staff.  I 
think  it  would  be  fair  to  say  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  possible 
cause  may  have  been  an  enterevirus  which  can  be  notoriously  difficult  to 
identify  by  the  usual  sample  techniques,  and  which  may  cause  an  acute 
illness  of  a few  hours  duration,  with  sudden  onset  and  ending  just  as 
dramatically.  As  the  type  of  illness  may  possibly  be  transferred  by 
droplet  infection,  the  control  of  periodic  outbreaks  of  this  nature  is 
fraught  with  difficulties.  Further  roeearch  in  this  so-called  "Winter 
Vomiting"  which  apparently  can  occur  as  a Summer  disease  is,  I feel, 
necessary. 

With  regard  to  Vital  Statistics,  the  estimated  mid-year  population 
shows  a slight  decrease  over  the  previous  year  - 17,370  as  compared  with 
17,400.  The  number  of  deaths  of  all  age  groups  amounted  to  278.  The 
number  of  live  births  was  264,  a decrease  of  9 compared  with  1965.  The 
death  rate  has  remained  the  same  as  last  year  - 12.9  per  1,000 
population,  and  although  this  is  higher  than  the  National  average  of 
11.7,  longevity  is  to  be  enjoyed  at  Falmouth.  This  is  illustrated  by 
the  fact  that  nearly  half  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  those 
over  75  years  of  age,  many  in  their  late  eighties.  The  infant  and 


perinatal  mortality  rates  are  favourable  compared  with  the  National 
average  but  with  such  small  figures  involved  in  this  population,  the 
ra^es  nay  fluctuate  considerably  due  to  very  small  changes  in  the 
figures  for  infant  births  and  deaths. 

With  regard  to  the  Sanitary  Services,  the  problem  of  alternative 
methods  of  refuse  disposal  arises  as  a result  of  shortage  of  tipping 
space,  and  this  subject  has  been  dealt  with  by  Mr.  Hacking,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  in  his  section  of  the  report. 

These  problems  of  disposal  of  household  waste  and  sewage  are 
concentrated  in  the  tourist  season,  when  the  population  figure  is 
considerably  increased.  Periodic  review  of  these  two  essential  services 
are  necessary,  if  the  most  efficient  means  of  disposal  are  to  bo  achieved. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  requested  that 
information  in  the  Annual  Reports  include  the  natural  levels  of  fluoride 
in  the  public  water  supplies  and  a note  to  this  effect  is  included  in  the 
sectioh  dealing  with  water  supplies.  The  existing  level  of  0.04  parts 
per  million  is  far  below  the  optimal  level  of  one  part  per  million,  and  I 
would  advise  the  Council  to  re-consider  the  question  of  fluoridation  of 
its  public  water  supply.  By  the  summer  of  1966,  106  Health  and  Welfare 
Authorities  in  England  and  Wales  had  approved  fluoridation  schemes  as 
against  71  who  had  rejected  the  idea.  The  tendency  for  more  and  more 
authorities  in  the  U.K.  to  support  this  scheme  continues  as  a result  of 
the  overwhelming  evidence  from  the  U.S.A. , Canada,  New  Zealand,  and  from 
at  least  10  other  countries  in  Europe  of  the  benefit  to  the  Dental 
Health  acquired  from  adjusting  the  natural  fluoride  to  the  optimal  level. 

Before  I conclude,  I wish  to  thank  the  Area  Nursing  Officer,  Miss 
V.  M.  Graham,  for  her  help  in  providing  me  with  the  statistical 
information  on  the  nursing  services,  also  the  clerical  staff  at  The 
Leats  for  assisting  me  in  this  report,  and  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Hall 
and  all  Chief  Officers  of  the  Borough  of  Falmouth.  I wish  to  thank 
Mr.  Hacking  and  the  Health  Inspectorate  Staff  for  their  co-operation 
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at  all  times.  Lastly,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  throughout  the  year.

Ante-natal  clinics  were  held  at  the  Infant  ’welfare  Centre  and  48 
sessions  were  held  in  the  year. 

Six  courses  of  eight  lectures  each  were  given  by  County  Nurse/ 
Midwives  on  Mot here raft  and  Relaxation,  and  were  well  attended. 

Demand  for  Family  Planning  still  continues  to  increase  and  clinics 
are  held  weekly,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  L.  Rodgers,  the  Secretary. 

II.  Midwifery  Services  (Sec.  23) 

130  home  deliveries  were  undertaken  in  1966  compared  with  155  in  1965. 
Home  deliveries  show  a further  decrease  in  1966  as  compared  with  1965? 
partly  due  to  the  present  trend  of  sending  first  confinements  to 
hospital,  but  the  actual  visits  to  midwifery  patients  is  balanced  by 
early  discharge  from  maternity  units.  Medical  aid  was  required  in  38 
home  delivery  cases  as  compared  with  27  last  year. 

III.  Health  Visitors  (Sec.  24) 

Visits  to  young  children  at  their  homes  were  5*669  compared  with 
6,457  in  1965. 

1,048  visits  were  made  to  old  persons  ^s  compared  with  897  visits  in 
1965.  Visits  to  this  group  of  the  community  continue  to  increase. 
Because  of  the  shortage  of  residential  accommodation  on  a long  term 
basis  for  the  elderly,  great  importance  must  be  attached  to  the 
domiciliary  care  of  the  elder ly:  Home  Helps  and  Home  Aids,  Hone 
Nursing,  Chiropody  and  the  Meals  Service  are  of  vital  importance  in 
the  successful  domiciliary  care  of  the  senior  citizens  in  the 
community.  Much  support  has  been  given  by  the  voluntary  agency  of 
the  Local  Old  Peoples  'Welfare  Committee  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
elderly.  81  talks  and  demonstrations  on  matters  of  Health  and 
Hygiene  were  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year. 

IV.  Home  Nursing  (Sec.  25) 

12,886  visits  were  made  by  the  Home  Nurses  to  336  general  nursing 
casesj  this  compares  with  10,876  visits  in  1965  to  256  general 
nursing  cases.  Many  of  these  general  nursing  cases  require  injections, 
apart  from  general  nursing  care  and  the  increased  work  is  mainly  due  to 
district  nurse/midwife  attachment  to  Doctors'  surgeries.

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As  has  been  found  in  other  districts  in  tliis  Health  Area,  the 
tendency  is  for  more  children  to  get  their  first  immunisations  aged 
12  - 24  months  rather  than  in  the  first  year,  as  is  the  more  common 
practice.  The  proportion  of  primary  triple  immunisation  undertaken 
by  G.P.  ' s was  64 % in  1966  and  59/c-  in  1965. 

Oral  polio  was  given  as  a primary  course  of  immunisation  to 
1,237  children  in  the  whole  Health  Area  No.  3,  and  the  number 
vaccinated  in  Falmouth  was  202.  These  figures  represent  totals 
given  by  both  Family  Doctors  and  County  Clinic  personnel.

There  were  no  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  forms  notified  in 
1966.  The  Mobile  X-ray  team  attends  Falmouth  Welfare  Clinic  twice 
monthly  for  referred  cases  from  doctors  and  for  carrying  out 
further  tests  on  students  and  children  found  to  have  a positive 
reaction  to  the  Heaf  skin  test,  and  for  the  general  public. 

B.C.G.  protection  against  tuberculosis  was  given  to  1,256 
children  within  the  Health  Area,  and  to  a further  88  contacts  of 
known  tuberculosis  cases  who  were  susceptible  to  this  infection. 

As  regards  long  term  immigrants  who  enter  this  Health  Area, 
all  are  visited  by  a Health  Visitor  soon  after  arrival,  and  after 
registering  with  a Family  Doctor  are  persuaded  to  have  their 
chest  x-rayed,  as  a precaution  against  tuberculosis.  As 
immigrants  often  come  from  countries  where  the  incidence  to 
tuberculosis  is  much  higher  than  here,  this  safeguard  of  the 
immigrant  seeking  work  in  this  country  is  essential,  if  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  this  country  is  to  be  further  reduced. 

Two  Health  Visitors  spend  much  of  their  time  in  the  Prevention, 
Care  and  After-Care  bervice  associated  with  this  disease,  and  the 
regular  follow-up  of  cases  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a sputum 
negative  state  under  continuous  chemotherapy  on  a domiciliary  basis 
is  of  vital  importance,  101  immigrants  from  no  less  than  10 
different  countries  entered  this  Health  Area  in  1966.  Most  were 
associated  with  the  catering  trade,  especially  those  from 
European  countries  and  from  Hong  Kong. 
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Geriatric  prevention  and  after-care 

A lady  aged  51  living  alone  in  gross  insanitary  conditions 
and  unable  to  devote  to  herself.,  and  not  receiving,  proper  care 
and  attention  from  others,  was  admitted  in  September  1966  to 
hospital  under  Section  47  on  a threu  months  compulsion  Order. 

During  her  absence  in  hospital,  the  house  was  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  since  her  return  hone  she  has  managed  with  regular  home  help 
and  supervision  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff. 

Yellov;  Fever 

The  Leats  is  a registered  Centre  for  this  immunisation  and 
during  1966,  346  cases  were  immunised  prior  to  going  abroad, 
compared  with  296  in  1965. 

Medical  Loans 

A supply  of  domiciliary  aids  for  the  incontinent  is  available 
through  the  Health  Area  Office  and  other  equipment  required  in  the 
home  such  as  bed  pans,  urinals,  and  bed  rests  are  obtained  through 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Walking  aids  of  various  design  may 
also  be  obtained  for  temporary  loan  through  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  till  the  patient  receives  such  permanent  aids  through  the 
National  Health  Service  Hospital  Service. 

Chiropody 

Domiciliary  treatment  is  arranged  through  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee  via  the  County  Council.  Patients  contribute 
2s.  6d.  per  session  the  remainder  being  paid  by  grants  from  the 
Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  and  the  County  Council. 

Cervical  Cytolopy 

Cytology  clinics  were  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  Falmouth, 
twice  weekly  and  then  once  weekly  when  the  demand  dropped  off,  during 
1966.  The  total  number  of  women  examined  was  448.  Of  this  number 
five  suspicious  cases  were  found:  two  of  these  proved  normal  and 
the  remaining  three  received  major  surgical  treatment. 

VII.  Home  Help  (Sec.  29) 

79  cases  were  given  assistance  in  the  home  from  this  Service 
during  the  year  compared  with  73  in  1965.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  tiie  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

Despite  a six  months  standstill  on  slum  clearance  work,  due  to 
difficulties  of  rehousing,  sonu  progress  was  made  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  programme  will  be  completed,  so  far  as  administrative  work  is 
concerned,  during  1967  as  planned,  alt! iough  rehousing  remains  a 
problem  until  a start  can  be  made  on  building  council  houses. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  continued 
satisfactorily  except  for  the  failure  by  "delamination"  of  the  plastic 
coating  of  the  lids  of  the  paper  sack  holders  which  were  replaced  free 
of  charge  by  the  supplying  firm  during  April,  using  a different  type 
of  plastic  coating,  many  of  which  had  again  delaminated  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  supplying  firm  are  carrying  out  extensive  accelerated 
tests  to  determine  the  cause.  Complaints  were  received  of  animal 
damage  to  paper  sacks  from  the  residents  of  the  original  paper  sack 
scheme  where  some  500  houses  were  supplied  with  paper  sack  stands 
without  guards.  Consideration  of  the  provision  of  guards  is  to  be 
given  during  the  next  financial  year. 

The  cost  of  refuse  disposal  rose  sharply  during  the  year  due  to 
the  forward  loading  shovel  continually  being  out  of  action  for 
costly  repairs  necessitating  a vehicle  being  hired  in  the  interim. 
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Quite  obviously,  the  present  vehicle  has  exceeded  its  econouic  life 
years  instead  of  the  5 years  planned.  Although  controlled 
tipping  is  the  cheapest  method  of  disposal,  there  are  hidden  liabilities, 
such  as  damaged  tyres  and  springs,  etc.  on  refuse  vehicles.  The 
shortage  of  tipping  space  prompted  the  Council  to  give  consideration 
to  other  methods  of  disposal  and  after  considering  pulverisation  and 
incineration,  a report  of  the  cost  of  an  incineration  plant  is  to  be 
made  so  that  consideration  can  be  given  during  next  year  to  the 
provision  of  such  a plant. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  G.  King,  F.I.M.T.A. , Borough  Treasurer, 

Mr.  B.  J.  Sweeney,  M.I.Mun.E*,  F.R.I.C.S.,  M.Inst.H.F.,  Borough 
Surveyor  and  Water  engineer,  Mr.  J.  R.  C.  Finlayson,  A.I.Hsg., 

Housing  Manager,  and  to  Mr.  G.  A.  Carlyle,  Transport  Inspector,  for 
the  information  supplied  regarding  Finance,  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage, 
Housing  and  Transport  respectively  and  to  Dr.  C.  W.  J.  Hingston  for 
his  advice  and  support,  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  support  and 
co-operation  during  the  year  and  for  their  contribution  to  the  report.

Water  Supply 

The  Water  Supply  Undertaking  for  the  Borough  is  municipally 
owned  and  administered  by  the  Council’s  Water  Committee  through  the 
Borough  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer. 

The  supply  originates  from  gathering  grounds  of  gravel  and  peat 
sub-soil  in  an  area  along  the  valley  from  Long  Downs  through  Mabe  and 
Treverva  down  to  Ponryn. 
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The  water  is  stored  in  two  main  reservoirs  for  which  impounding 
dams  have  been  constructed  and  there  are  also  two  supplementary- 
reservoirs  which  are  not  normally  in  service  but  their  capacity  can 
be  drawn  upon  in  emergency. 

The  total  storage  capacity  is  in  the  region  of  390  million 
gallons  and  the  reliable  yield  of  the  catchment  area  is  2.1  million 
gallons  per  day. 

Qualitative  and  bacteriological  control  of  the  water  is  achieved 

by:- 

(a)  Coagulation  and  sedimentation  by  the  aluminium  sulphate  and 
chalk  method ; 

(b)  Pressure  filtration  through  sand  and  gravel; 

(c)  Injection  of  chlorine  and  lime  to  the  filtered  water. 

Regular  monthly  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  going  into 
supply  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 
Chemical  analyses  are  made  at  half-yearly  intervals. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  water  in  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Weekly  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  raw  water  and 
water  from  mains  and  the  results  show  that  consistently  pure  water 
is  put  into  supply.  Chemical  analysis  reveals  a pure  water  with  a 
total  hardness  of  about  60  parts  per  million  and  a pH  of  around  7.5. 
The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  a plumbo- solvent  action.  Fluorine 
present  as  fluoride  - 0.04  parts  per  million. 

There  are  no  premises  within  the  borough  supplied  from  standpipes. 

The  comparatively  recent  new  and  up  to  date  methods  of  treatment 
have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  extension  of  the 
water  main  system  has  taken  place  to  incorporate  a number  of  new 
Housing  Estates. 

The  average  daily  consumption  for  the  whole  area  of  supply  during 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966,  was  1.313  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  number  of  domestic  end  trade  supplies  in  the  Borough  is  now 
6,984  against  6,331  in  1965. 
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S overage 

Disposal  of  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  is  by  neans  of 
sea  outfalls  at  Middle  Point,  Gyllyngvase  and  Pennance  Point.  At  four 
positions  the  sewage  is  raised  to  higher  levels  namely,  North  Parade, 
Prince  of  Wales'  Pier,  Riviera  Hotel,  and  the  rear  of  the  Swanpool. 
Sewage  ejectors  are  employed  for  this  purpose  and  at  Prince  of  Wales' 
Pier  a new  station  is  being  built  with  twin  ejectors  to  replace  the 
present  station. 

The  Falmouth  Borough  Council  receives  sewage  from  Penryn  and 
from  the  village  of  Mabe  into  its  main  sewer  to  the  south  of 
Trescobeas  Road  whence  it  flows  via  the  Swanvole  valley  trunk  sewer 
to  the  works  at  Swanvale  and  thence  to  sea  at  Pennance  Point. 

The  Council  has  adopted  its  consulting  engineers'  report  on 
improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  in  the  western  part  of  the 
borough.  These  will  include  the  abandonment  of  the  sea  outfall  at 
Swanpool  Point  and  the  diversion  of  sewage  from  there  to  the 
Pennance  Point  outfall.  Kerrier  R.D.C.  are  proceeding  with  a scheme 
for  the  main  drainage  of  Budock  and  Mawnan  which  will  include  pumping 
stations  at  Maenporth  and  Pennance  Mill  and  tidal  storage  tanks  at 
Pennance  Mill.  The  latter  are  also  to  be  used  by  this  Council  in 
connection  with  the  drainage  of  nearby  parts  of  the  borough.  Sewage 
from  the  Kerrier  R.D.C.  scheme  is  to  be  discharged  via  this  Council's 
sea  outfall  at  Pennance  Point.

Treatment  at  30 3 premises  was  carried  out  against  rats  and  at  45 
premises  against  mice.  In  both  cases,  warfarin  was  the  chief 
poisoning  agent  used.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  new  operative 
attended  a course  of  instruction  arranged  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  with  whom  full  co-operation  is  maintained  in  the 
destruction  of  rats  and  mice.  Advice  was  given  to  the  Falmouth  Docks 
Company  in  the  control  of  rats  and  irLce.

Sewer  Treatment 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  followed  by  two  maintenance  treatments  at  six  monthly  intervals. 
In  all,  184  manholes  were  baited  and  only  three  “takes"  of  bait 
were  noted. 

Shops  Act 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1950,  and  during  the  year  an  Order  was  made  under  Section  40 
suspending  during  the  period  from  the  1st  June  to  the  30th  September, 
1966,  the  obligation  to  close  on  the  weekly  half-holiday  for  all 
classes  of  shops. 

An  Order  was  also  made  under  Section  41  extending  the  closing 
hours  of  all  shops  to  10  p.m.  during  the  period  commencing  1st  June 
to  the  30th  September,  1966. 

Under  Section  51  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  which  relates  to 
Sunday  Trading,  an  Order  was  made  concerning  shops  engaged  in  the 
sale  of  any  article  required  for  the  purpose  of  bathing  or  fishing, 
photographic  requisites,  toys,  souvenirs  and  fancy  goods,  books, 
stationery,  photographs,  reproductions  and  postcards,  allowing  these 
shops  to  open  between  the  hours  of  9 a.m.  and  8 p.m.  during  the 
period  commencing  29th  May  to  1st  October,  1966. 

Control  of  Movable  Dwellings 

There  are  ten  licensed  sites  with  accommodation  for  178 
caravans  (of  which  99  are  residential)  and  50  tents,  the  latter  being 
reserved  exclusively  for  camping  and  no  caravans  are  permitted. 

All  the  sites  have  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  and  bathing 
facilities  and  are  provided  with  main  water  supply  and  dustbins. 

A warning  letter  was  sent  to  one  caravan  site  owner  regarding  the 
siting  of  more  caravans  than  his  licence  permitted. 
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Swinging  Pool 


Byelaws  for  the  control  of  private  swinging  pools  were  introduced 
in  January  to  ensure  hygienic  conditions  in  the  one  private  swinging 
pool  (excluding  schools)  in  the  Borough.  56  visits  were  nade  and  76 
tests  carried  out  for  chlorine  content  and  pH  value  of  the  water. 

One  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sanple  result  was  received  from 
the  Public  Health  Pathological  Laboratory.

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INSPECTION  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Ice  Cream 

During  the  year,  21  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  and  6 i^ere  certified  as 
Grade  I,  9 as  Grade  II,  4 as  Grade  III  and  2 as  Grade  IV. 
Investigation  into  the  reason  for  poor  samples  at  two  shops  revealed 
that  servers  were  being  kept  in  hot  water  which  was  not  being 
changed  sufficiently  often  and  swabs  of  the  water  gave  poor  results. 
Advice  was  given  and  subsequent  water  swab  samples  and  ice  cream 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

Clotted  Cream 

During  the  year,  211  samples  of  clotted  cream  were  taken  and 
it  was  noticed  that  the  product  improved  noticeably  bacteriologically 
during  the  year.  These  samples  were  part  of  a large  number  taken 
throughout  Cornwall  and  all  the  results  will  probably  be  analysed  by 
the  local  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

Milk 

All  milk  sold  in  the  borough  is  pasteurised,  sterilised  or 
untreated  and  regular  samples  are  taken  by  the  County  Council 
sampling  officers,  the  Falmouth  Borough  Council  being  responsible 
for  registration  of  distributors  only. 

Food  and  Food  Premises 

14  complaints  were  received  regarding  food  and  food  premises. 

One  regarding  the  sale  of  two  mouldy  pies  to  two  persons  warranted 
court  action  and  resulted  in  a fine  of  £5  in  each  of  the  two  cases. 

3 resulted  in  warning  letters  being  sent  and  in  10  cases  no  further 
action  was  taken.  One  person  was  fined  £3  for  the  use  of  tobacco 
in  a room  in  which  there  was  open  food. 

The  total  number  of  food  premises  in  the  Borough  is  4&0 
including  hotels  and  guest  houses,  all  of  which  are  regularly 
inspected,  resulting  in  improvements  at  24  premises  during  the  year. 
No  attempt  is  made  to  keep  separate  records  of  the  various  trades 
involved  since  many,  particularly  the  supermarket  type  of  shop, 
represent  several  trades,  /ill  premises  have  wash  hand  basins,  and 
sinks  or  other  facilities  where  appropriate.

Cesspools 

89  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  serve  100  premises.  60  cesspits 
are  emptied  regularly  and  the  rest  on  request.  The  service  is 
provided  free  of  charge  to  dwellings  and  an  1100  gallon  cesspool 
emptier  manned  by  two  men  is  used  an  average  of  days  a week  on 
this  work.  During  the  rest  of  the  working  week,  the  vehicle  is 
employed  on  street  gully  cleansing.

Refuse  Collection 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  which  operates 
throughout  the  Borough  with  the  exception  of  the  town  centre  where  a 
daily  service  is  given,  continued  satisfactorily  but  complaints  were 
received  of  sacks  torn  by  animals  from  the  occupants  of  some  500 
Council  houses  which  were  equipped  with  wall  mounted  unguarded  units 
during  the  first  experimental  period  in  1964.  The  Council  resolved 
to  defer  consideration  of  the  provision  of  guards  until  the  next 
financial  year. 

Once  again  difficulties  caused  by  traffic  during  August 
necessitated  a 6.30  a.n,  start  in  the  town  centre  area,  even  though 
a daily  service  was  started  in  January  in  this  area. 

Three  vehicles  are  in  regular  use  staffed  by  a driver  and  three 
fillers,  with  one  vehicle  being  kept  as  "spare” . The  total  mileage 
covered  by  all  vehicles  was  16,689. 

Due  to  mechanical  failures  and  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and 
maintenance,  the  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  not  available 
for  94i  working  days 5 of  these,  19  days  were  lost  while  awaiting 
spare  parts  or  available  labour.  Saturday  maintenance  in  some  cases 
ensured  vehicles  were  not  unnecessarily  unavailable. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  tbie  Council's 
tip  at  Trescobeas. 

A David  Brown  40  T.D.  Forward  loading  shovel  is  used  Dior  disposal 
purposes  and  due  to  breakdowns  and  a tip  fire  resulting  in  damage  to 
the  shovel,  it  was  out  of  action  approximately  30  working  cBays.  A 
hired  vehicle  was  used  for  21-J-  days. 
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The  arrangement  with  a neighbouring  authority  for  the  acceptance 
of  refuse?  approximately  30  tons  per  week?  was  renewed  for  a further 
twelve  months  at  an  increased  charge  of  £14.  10s.  Od.  per  week.
